The McCounell-Maguire Company of Idaho 
Suspeuds, 

Moscow (Idaho,) April 24.—[By thé 
Associated Press.] The well-known 
corporation, the McConnell-Maguire 
Company, the largest mercantile house 
in Idaho, of which Gov. McConnell is 
the head, was closed today by the Sher- 
iff. Although there had been rumors 
of impending troubles, the failure 
caused great excitement. The First 
National Bank of Moscow issued an at- 
tachment for $20,000, and the Sheriff 
closed the company’s doors. The Mos- 
cow National Bank immediately fol- 
lowed with an attachment for $25,000. 
Attorneys for Murphy, Grant & Co., of 
San Francisco, and Allen Lewis of Port- 
land served attachments, running the 
tigures up to about $100,000. More 
attachments are expected tomorrow, 
which will materially increase’ the 
liabilities. The assets amount to about 
$80,000 in stock, a large book account 
and the firm's business, which is 
mortgaged for $25,000. 

Gov. McConnell originated the firm 
several years ago, and two years ago it 
was incorporated for $100,000. The 
members ofthe firm are Gov. McCon- 
nell, Frank A. David, J. G. Haskell, W. 
M. Chambers and J. H. Maguire. A 
large brick block, valued at $60,000, 
was built in which to carryon business. 
On this Gilbert Bros. of Salem have a 
mortgage of $25,000. A branch house 
was established at Pullman, Wash. 
The m made large purchases’ of 
wheat, and it was thought to have 
profited largely thereby. The recent 
depression in the wheat market, how- 
ever, issaid to have caused a -heavy 


loss, and the firm owas unable 
to weet its obligations. In order

Babies, 


German Professors and American College 
Women are in Charge—Thousands 
of Mothers Watching the 
Wakening of the Senses. 


Specially Contrihuted to The Times. 

Recently mothers in many parts ef 
the United States have been asked to 
aid in the scientific study of the infant 
intellect by noting the mental develop- 
ment of their own children from the 
hour of birth. : 

In some instances the mother of the 
new-born babe receives a little blank 
book containing suggestions as to the 
special subjects of observation, with 
the hope expressed that the nurse, or 
some other person in attendance, will 
note the conduct of the infant until the 


vestigation for herself. 

Several agencies are engaged in this 
work, and while all are in accord touch- 
ing the object to be attained, théyv 
differ‘somewhat in the scope of the 
work suggested. 

The sciertific study of infant devel- 
opment has been attracting attention 
in Europe for the last ten years, and 
Prof. W. Preyer, who holds the chair 
of psychology in .the University of 
Jena, has now entered pon it with 
German thoroughness, : 


THE ASSOCIATION OF COLLEGIATE ALUMNA 
PUSH THE STUDY. 

Perhaps the most interesting recent 
development of this study has been the 
determination of the Association of 
Collegiate Alumnz to enlist intelligent 
mothers throughout the United States 
in the careful observation of the 
child’s intellectual and spiritual devel- 
opment. 

The association is, as its name im- 
plies, made upof women of academic 
training. Miss Annie Howes Barus of 
Washington, D.C., is chairman of the 
association committee on this study. 
and she has sent out directly and 
through one agency or another elabor- 
ate instructions to mothers as to the 
method of studying the child ming. 

Prof. Preyer of Jena has consented to 
examine such records as shall be sent to 
him by this American -committee, pro- 
vided the mothers have made the _ ob- 
servations in accordance with his own 
strict notions of scientific accuracy. 

A GERMAN’S VIEWS °F WOMEN’S SYSTEMATIC 
WORK. 

Prof. Preyer believes with the stern 
old sergeant of ‘Sartor Resartus’’ 
that ‘‘the women will not drill.’’» More 
fully, ‘the doubts whether the time has 
come for the methodical and systematic 
work on psvchogenesis in the nursery.”’ 
And he believes that such work could 
be put upona better footing if some 
man thoroughly acquainted with the 
subject should lecture upon it in the sev- 
eral American towns. 

The ladies of the Collegiate Alumnz 
Association believe, however, that if 
women cannot be expected to ‘‘drill,’’ 
some of them may at least be trusted to 
study the Mental development of their 
own children. Accordingly, they have 
undertaken this work with the coépera- 
tion of branches in a dozen different 
parts of the United States, and before 
long many hundreds of mothers—per- 
haps many thousands—will be enlisted 


in the study of this fascinating science.

in what goes on or in objects presented 

Observation of the way in which the 
child tearns to fear fire, knives and 
other harmful things is urged. 

The earliest expression of anger and 
the manner of manifestation are re- 
garded as important, and the growth of 
affection is to be carefully noted with 
regard to incidents. 

STUDY OF BABY’S MIND, 

The growth of the child’s memory and 
the nature: of the memory that it de- 
velops are to be tested by severai-sug- 
gested experiments, as wellas the earli- 
est evidence of imagination, as mani- 
fested in make-believe play. The ‘‘let’s 
pretend’ of childish games is taken as 
evidence of imaginative power.

MISS JOHNSON’S WORK.

Those who have this curious and in- 
teresting workin charge admit that it 
involves considerable labor foran un- 
commonly busy class of women. 

Some mothers, when asked to aid in 
the investigation, have declined upon 
the ground of its exacting character. 

The projectors of the work also find 
it difficult to fix upon women who are 
likely to make any record that can be 
regarded as of scientific value. Prof. 
Preyer has given years of study to the 
child-mind, and the. snggested subjects 
of observation are in accordance with 
rules laid down in his published works; 
but unless mothers possess, or can ac- 
quire forthe time*being, the ‘‘scientific 
habit of mind,’’ and the conScientious 
determination to be delicatelv careful 
in observation, and nicely accurate in 
their records, the enormous mass of 
data likely to come out of the present 
effort will be mainly valueless. 

Those who have undertaken the work 
rely upon the discipline that many 
women have acguired in academic work, 

THE OUTCOME. 

The Association of Collegiate Alum- 
nz will send to Prof. Preyer only such 
records as seem to bear upon ‘their face 
evidence of genuine scientific value, 
andif it is possible to convince the 
skeptical German that they are what 
they seem to be, he may perhaps use 
them as data in preparation of some 
such monumental work as German 
scholarship has taught the world to ex- 

ect. 

The Brooklyn Institute. of Arts and 
Sciences is to establish a museum, and 
in this museum will be stored the re-

A Needed Service for the Pacific 
Ocean: 

The Hydrographic Office, Bureau of 
Navigation, at Washingt’r, performs a 
great service for navigation on the At- 
lantic Ocean by compiling statistics of 
storm movements, giving rules for the 
government of vessels during a storm, 
prescribing the most advantageous 
routes for certain seasons, locating and 
reporting ‘‘derelicts,’? etc. pilot 


chart of the North Atlantic is published 


every month, which gives reports of 
events during preceding months and a 
forecast of weather probabilities for 
the month ahead. In fact, the Hydro- 
graphic Service does all for the ocean 
that the Weather Bureau does for the 
land, and more. Its formulated data 
are almost indispensable to the mari- 
ner, since his fortunes depend on the 
weather a-good deal more than do the 
fortunes of those on terra firma. 

Now that American commerce is be- 
ginning to assert itself in Pacific wa- 
ters, and promises, with the completion 
of the Nicaragua Canal, to become 
vastly more important, we want to sug- 
gest that a similar, hydrographic ser- 
vice should be established for the North 
Pacific Ocean. Here is a matter which 
our Pacific Coast _ representatives 
should take up at the next session of 
Congress and urge with vigor. We es- 
specially call the attention of Senator 
White and Representative Cannon to 
this matter. If they can -bring it for- 
ward in such a way asto secure favor- 
able action, they will build a lasting 
monument for themselves. sr! 

It may be urged that there is rot so 
much necessity fora pilot chart here 
because the Pacific Coast is not so 
stormy and dangerous as the Atlantic, 
but we have hitherto shown that, taking 


_the Pacific Ocean asa whole, it is subject 


to-as many violent storms asthe At- 
lantic. We happen to be on the peace- 
ful side-of the Pacific, that is all the 
difference. But navigators, unfortu- 
nately, have to push outside of our 
calm belt in crossing the ocean to the 
Orient, and also in plying between our 
ports and those of Central and South 
America, Hawaii and Australia. 
They’are just as much in need of pro- 
tection through the Government, and 


_ just as deserving of it as their brethren 


on the Atlantic. ; 

We hope our suggestion may lead to 
further discussion of this important 
matter, andthat Pacific waters may 
receive the attention they deserve.

The San Francisco Chronicle eclipsed 
all of its former efforts and set a strong:

THE SUPREME COURT. 


States Judges. 


A Suit With Novel Features, in Which 
Dynamite and Whisky Played Im- 
portant Parts—Delinquent 
Taxes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—]By the As- 
sociated Press.]| The United States 
Supreme Court today affirmed the judg- 
ment of the United States Circuit Court 
for the State of Washington in refusing 
to grant a writ of habeas corpus in the 
case of Albert Frederick, now undergo- 
ing a sentence of twenty years’ impris- 
onment for murder in the second 
degree. 
* A case presenting unusual and novel 
features was decided in the ‘Supreme 
Court today, Justice Gray delivering 
the opinion. It was entitled the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company vs. C. J. 
Brooks &Co. et al. defendants, includ- 


ing a number saloon-xeepers 
the Board of Commission- 
ers of Kittitas county, Washington. 


The railroad company brought the 
suit to abate the saloons maintained by 
the defendants as. nuisances, and te 
prevent the commissioners of the 
county from renewing licenses to them. 
The ground upon which the complaint 
is based, was that the employés of the 
company, who must necessarily use 
dynamite and steam in constructing 
the company’s railroad line through 


presence of the defendants’ saloons 
along the line of work, to become un- 


mentalities, and thereby caused a loss 
to the corpceration by delay in finishing 
the work. The State courts ruled 
against the company, and an appeal 
was taken from the judgment of the 
Supreme Court of the ‘Territory of 
Washington .to the Supreme Court. 
United States.Justice Gray, however, 
for that court affirmed the jugement 
of the Territorial 
stating that upon none of the 
grounds advanced by the counsel for 
appellant could it maintain action and 
secure the relief sought. 

The South Carolina tax cases were 
passed upon by the Supreme Court oi 
the United States, the opinion being de- 
livered by Chief Justice Fuller. It 
came upon the petition of Sheriff Tyler 
of Aiken county, fora writ of habeas 
corpus torelease him from imprison- 
ment under a judgment of the Circuit. 
Court of the United States that. 
he be fined $500 for contempt. 
He had seized a train on a 
South CaYolina railroad upon a 
warrant issued by the State authorities 
for the collection of taxes which were 
in controversy. The road was in the 
hands of a receiver appointed by the 
United States Court, and he was ad- 
judged guilty of contempt for failirg to 


that court. Hecame to the Supreme 
Court for relief. Justice Fuller read an 
opinion containing much stronger lan- 
guage than is usually found in such doc- 
uments, denying the application of the 
petitioner for a writ. He said the 
seizure of the property by force was 
unjustifiable, and could not be defended. 
The claims of.a State for taxes are not 
superior to the general rule, which 
makes property placed in the hands of 


a receiver subject to the orders 
the court and they are to be 
determined in the regular way 
and 


proper manner. The regulation 
of the Circuit Coprt, Chief Justice Fuller 
said, was in nosense an action against 
the State of South Carolina, which, it 
was concluded, could not be maintained 
under the eleventh amendment to the 
Constitution. in conclusion he said that 
the Circuit Court was equipped withthe 
Jahest power to protect its dignity and 
enforce its mandates; and its use of 
these powers in the cause in point could 
not be reviewed here. Therefore, the 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus was 
denied. | 

The same judgment was announced in 
the cases of Sherman, Riser and Gaines, 
who came tothe Supreme Court of the 
United States with Tyler for relief.

There are indications that the -smol-| 
dering fire of discontent among the em- 
ployés of the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railway may yet be fanned to a_ flame 
by the presence of the officers of the 
three trainmen’s organizations who ar- 
rived here from the East, as has been 
noted and commented upon. There are 
seven crews, or about thirty men, em- 
ployed by the Terminal company in the 
running of trains. About two weeks 
ago a committee of the men asked Gen- 
eral Manager Burnett for an increase 
of wages, which was promptly refused, 
on the grounds that the company could 
not afford to pay any more 
than the present schedule. Since 
that time there has been nothing said 
on the subject betweeu employés and 
the general manager.. The officials of 
the road do not expect a strike, but as- 
sert their power to nip it in the bud 
should one occur, by placing new men 
in the positions that may be vacated. 

WHAT THE TRAINMEN SAY, 

In conversation with some of the 
trainmen. yesterday afternoon a Tiwzs 
reporter elicited much information. 
Said, one: ‘‘We receive the lowest 
wages of anv railroad employés 
in the country. Engineers 
the Terminal are paid $90 .a 
month, conductors $75, and brake- 
men $50. 
guage Redondo road the wages are 


-higher—$3.50 a day for engineers, $90 


a month for conductors and $65 a 
month for brakemen. Of course, they 
have only three crews on that road, but 
the work is about the same as ours.

ANAHEIM. 

The high-school agitation has created 
quite a stir in our little city during the past 
week. One of our papers, the Gazette, pub- 
lished the new high-school lawin full last 
week, and a contributor followed with a 
strong letter against the proposition. A 
misunderstanding of the law and the plans 
of the district school trustees has been the 
main cause of the excitement. : 

The high-schooi law states quite plainly 
thatas soun as the people vote for the es- 
tablishment of a high school the trustees 
must make an estimate of the amount of 
money required to purchase grounds, erect 
the buildings, furnish the same, fence and 
ornament the grounds, and run the school 
for the current vear. Thereupon the legal 
authorities must levy a special tax upon all 
of the taxable property of the district 
“sufficient to raise the amount required by 
said school board, as shown by said esti- 
mate’ which shall be collected as other 
taxes are collected. : 

It would require about. $20,000 forthe 
purpose inthis district, and to raise this 
amount a tax of at least $2.50 on the $100 
valuation would have to be levied., Very 
few of our people could or would stand 
this. The misunderstanding lies here. 
Our trustees find themselves compelled to 
build at least two more school rooms this 
year to accommodate the increased number 
of school children, and at the past and 
present rate of growth of our district still 
more room will have to be provided within 
avearortwo. The trustees have decided 
to take advantage of the new high-school 
law to provide this accommodation and at 
the same time open the way for a course of 
higher studies that will fit the advanced 


pupils for admission to,college. 


Anaheim at the close of the present 
school term will have twenty-one or 
twenty-two pupils ready to enter the high- 
school course. We do not need a $20,000 
high achool to accommodate them. Our 
people will be called on, as soon as the high- 
school proposition is carried,to vote bonds of 
$10,000 or more to run ten-or twenty 
years at.a low rateof interest. These 
bonds will be redeemable at the rate of 
$1000 each year; this, with the yearly in 
terest on the entireissue of, say $15,000 
bonds, will require a tax the first year of 
not above 20 or 25 cents on the $100—less 
than they have been in the. past, for the 
district is much larger and the assessed 
valuation much higher. With this money 
the trustees will then erect a nice substan. 
tial four-roomed building, transfer the 
grammar departments of the city and 
‘West Anaheim schools thereto, thus giving 
allthe room required in the schools, use 
one room for a high school, and there 
would be one room for future accommoda- 
tion. 

As to expense of running there ‘vould be 
none extra, for the West Anaheim gram- 
mar-room with sixteen pupils has one 
teacher, the city grammar department 
with forty-three pupils has two teachers; 
these would be combined into one room in 
the new building with twoteachers, leaving 
one for the high room. This district is en- 
titled to one more teacher, also, according 
to the enrollment. Ifthis question is thor- 
oughly understood, the trustees believe 
there will be no opposition. Additional 
school room will have to be -provided in 
some way at once, and by doing as above 
they can gain the advantage of a high. 
school cqurse at but a slight increase in ex- 

nse.

MAN MUST NOT IMPEDE MAN. 
Labor Organizations Must Not Stand in 
the Way of Progress. 
|New York Press. April 17.) 

The Rev. Charlies Hi. Parkhurst. D.D., 
in his discourse yesterday morning, 
maintained that the recent judicial de- 
cisions against labor combinations were 
a recognition Of the universal brother- 
hood of man. His text’ was 
Galatians iii, 28: ‘There is neither 
Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond 
nor free, there is neither male nor fe- 
male, -fer ye are all one in Christ 
Jesus.’’ He went on to say: © 

‘Within a few days it has been decided 
in oyf courts that one particular class 
community, unfortunately, per- 

ps, known as the working class, shall 
grievances in a way tointerfere with 
the general advantage, There isa dis- 
tinct recognition there of the principle 
that is involved in the public weal. It 
confesses and guarantees sov- 
ereignty of man against the claims or 
interests of individuals. There is a 
good deal of St. 
oneness in that. For the great heart of 
mankind to beat as with one pulse, and 
for it to maintain a single conscious or- 
ganized life is. about as far as Chris- 
tianity can go on this planet. 

‘The finding of the courts was a re- 
buke to Ishmaelitism and a plea for com- 
munism in the best sense of that af- 
flicted word. It marks progress. It is 
full of the Christian 
because it postpones the individual. It 
is a symptom of the growing conviction 
that it belongs to the individual inter- 
est to subordinate itself to the collec- 
tive interest; that a man must not get 
in the way of man. 

‘‘Perhaps it is hot necessary to sav 
that the dignity of this judicial deci- 
sion can hope to maintain itself only as 
the principle is applied in utmost par- 
tiality. Similar disposition must be 
made of whatever menaces the general 
interest, proceeding from a quarter 
quite distinct from the present in- 
stance. The gratifying thing is the 
principle announced. To that extent 
we are governmentally on record us 
saying that foraman to obstruct th 
current of collective life, even in. way 
hitherto considered orderly, is a fo 
of treason. It means a little clearer 
consciousness on the part of the com- 


munity that no one of us belongs to 
himself, but that we all of us belong to 
each other.”’ 

Dr. Parkhurst said afterward, in con- 


versation, that the whole value /of the 
decisions consisted in their —— made 
to work both ways; that an cellent 
opportunity for their application, for 
example, would be when the owners of 
coal mines decide that it is to'their In- 
terest to stop work, and, asa _ conse- 
quence, not only the workmen suffer, 
but the entire population. »

Judge Smith’s courtroom was crowded

terday morning when the trial of the 


Bentley murder case was resumed, but 


the majority ofthe crowd present, who 
were there in expectation of being en- 
tertained by a scene when Dr. Burnett, 
the defaulting witness, was called upon 
to show cause why he should not be ad- 
. judged in contempt of court, were again 
disappointed, as that part of the pro- 
ceedings was deferred for the time 
ing. 
oe When the case was called at 10 
o'clock, District Attorney Dillon es- 
corted a tall young manto the witness 
stand, and informed the Court that Dr. 
Burnett was present with his counsel, 
Sheldon Borden, Esq., but that it was 
the desire of the prosecution that the 
contempt proceedings against him be 
postponed until after the trial of the 
case. and at the request of Mr. Borden, 
who stated that he would like to have 
the matter set for hearing, the Court 
ordered that it be taken up on Thurs- 
' day morning nextat 10 o'clock, and 
dismissed the subject by directing 
Clerk Forrester to swear the witness. 
THE TESTIMONY. | 
The examination of Dr. Burnett was 
then proceeded with. He testified to 
tht effect that he was a physician’ and 


surgeon the. ‘‘regular®’ school, to. 


which he had been admitted in 1889, 
_when he graduated from the University 
of New York City; that he had prac- 
ticed medicine evef since, and had 
done so in this city for two and one- 
half years. On January 1 last, be- 
tween the hours of 8 and 9 in the 
morning, he. was summoned by tele- 
phone to the drug store of Off & 
Vaughn, on the corner of Fourth and 
‘Spring streets, and upon his arrival 
found a man, whom he identified as 
Bentley, waiting for him, by whom he 
was asked to go and visit his wife, who 
was sick. with heart disease. He at 
‘once hurried bask to his office, across 
the street, secured his pocket-case and 
instruments, and returned to the side- 
walk. After waiting a few moments 
-for a car witness proposed to walk 
‘down, but at that moment a buggy, 
‘with two young men in it, drove up, 
“and Bentley hailed it, whereupon one 
‘of the young men gotout. Bentleythen 
‘told the other, Will Nordholt, that 
‘his mother was very sick, whereupdn 
‘the witness got into the buggy, and was 
driven to the .corner of Seventh and 
‘Wall streets by young Nordholt: Upon 
entering the house he found the old 
lady in bed, She was almost dead, and 
in her last gasps. She was lying upon 
‘her back in a rigid condition, her eyes 
wide open, and with a vacant stare; 
‘there was a little frothing at the mouth, 
“the arms were drawn upto the chest, 
‘and the hands were tightly clenched. 
She was virtually dead.

‘place his ear over the heart of the 
patient, witness attempted to move the 


so with an effort. There werea few 
feeble flutters discernible, but the 
patient was pulseless at the wrist. It 
would be a difficult matter to say what 
caused the rigidity of the body and 
arms, but there had evidently beena 
tetanic spasm of the muscles. A te- 
tanic spasm differed from an epileptic 
spasm in this, that the former was 
steady and rirm, while the latter was 
jerky and irregular. 

He remained at the bedside while the 
patient died and for some fifteen min- 
‘ut:s, more orless, afterherdeath.

SENATE BILL 693. 


Senator Carpenter Getting 
Deeper into the Hole... 


He Writes .an Ill-advised Letter to 
the San Francisco Post. 


A Direct Question of Veracity Raised 
in the Matter, 


With the Preponderance of Evidence 
Against the Senator—No Question 
as to the Statements of Balla, 
Finlayson and Simpson. 


Senator Carpenter, the author of 
Senate Bill 698, which, like the for- 
bidden creations of Prometheus, seems 
to be causing him the loss of many 
nights’ sleep, has written a column let- 
ter to the San Francisco Post, in the 


to explain his connection with the bill. 
After enlarging onthe alleged merits 
of the now discredited acts, the Senator 
makes this statement: 


I did not know whether the bill had 
passed the Assembly or not until two days 
after the adjournment of the Legislature, 
whenI was told by Mr. Finlayson in San 
Francisco thatit had not, and he also gave 
me the particulars of its defeat. 


Thja is quite different from the first 
assertion, that the Senator never knew 
of the bill’s defeat until twelve days 
thereafter. It will be remembered by 
THE Times readers that Mr. Finlayson 
in an interview stated that hetold Sen- 
ator Carpenter about the bill’s defeat, 
either shortly before or directly after it 
had been acted upon. 


Senator Carpenter, in the Post letter, 
further says: 


I had some conversation with Mr. Bulla 
about the bill, but my recollection is it 
was before the billwas acted upon in’ the 
Assembly. Certainly I did not understand 
from that conversation that the bill had 
then been defeated. I did not know that 
the bill had been signed by myself or the 
Govornor, or that the bill had been before 
the Governor, until I saw an extract from 
the Post in the Los Angeles Express 
stating the fact during the last week. ‘Had 
I known of the defeat of the bill it would 
have made no difference in regard to my 


signing it. 

This does not entirely agree with 
what Mr. Bulla says about the matter. 
In Tue Trwes of April 18/893, the 
following interviews witn “Assembly- 
men Bulla and Simpson were published: 
Mr. Bulla, when requested to state what 
he knew about Senate Bill 693, was very 
frank about the matter. He distinctly re- 
members that within about fifteen minutes 
after the bill's final defeat Senator Carpen- 
ter was at his (Mr. Bulla’s) desk in the As- 
sembly. Assemblyman Simpson was within 
earshot at the time, and Assemblyman Fin- 
layson was also in the vicinity, but not as 
close as Assemblyman Simpson. Both 
Messrs. Bulla and Simpson had voted 
against the bill, and when Senator Carpen- 
ter came to Mr. Bulla’s desk, the latter re- 
marked: ‘‘Senator,Iam sorry I had to 
vote against your bill, but, in my opinion, 
the time, ninety days, is too short. It 
should bé at least one yedr.’’ To this Sen- 


can remember: ‘Oh, well, if the Assembly 
refuses to pass it, that settlesit. It is of 
no especial interest to me.”’ 
Assemblyman Simpson, when seen later 
in the day at Pasadena, was shown Mr. Bul. 
la’s statement and fully corroborated it.

THE FUTURE ADMIRAL SAVES THE LIFE OF 
THE FUTURE PRESIDENT. 

In 1828 my .father moved from Rip- 
ley, on the Ohio River, to Georgetown, 
‘O., a county seat eight miles in the in- 
terior. . The Grant family had been lo- 
cated there a year ortwo. When Ulys- 
ses and myself first met we were at an 
age when children were ‘tied to their 
mother’s apron strings.’’ As years 
passed on we were partially released, 
and then came our period of danger. 

We were in the habit of going fishing 
together in a, small stream-that ran 
through a field belonging to his father. 
When the stream was swollen we 
‘thought the time most opportune, and 
also that the best place for casting:our 
lines was from a poplar saw log that 
had lodged on the bank, the outer end 


Ulysses usually preceded me, 
ventured out on the slippery extending 
log. One day he suddenly plunged 
headlong into the rapid muddy current 
and disappeared. A few feet below 
this spot the stream narrowed and had 
undermined a willow tree so that the 
trunk leaned out, barely above the sur- 
Iwasa lithe boy, and I man- 
aged to scramble out on the old willow, 
and grab my fellow fisherman, who 
luckily had come to the surface at just 
the right time. 

Of this adventure Gen.

“My Dear Admiral: .On Thursday, 
day after tomorrow, we go aboard the 
Vandalia to make our examination of 
the Mediterranean.

“Atthe time of this exploit Ulysses 
was probably 8 years of age, a chubby 
boy, with a quiet disposition. He was 
never aggressive and never learned to 
swear, which was too comnion a habit 
with boys.

‘When I arrived at Culpepper I was 
met by Gen. Grant with as much kindli- 
ness and confidence as though only a 
short time had passed since we were 
neighbors and playmates, although ac.

“AN ALL-NIGHT ‘VIGIL. 


A TRUE STORY OF THE MAINE 
WOODS LONG AGO, 


Specially Contributed to The Times. 

Just fifty-seven years ago I was a 
young man down East, not yet married? 
living at home with my father on the 
homestead. Neighbors were few; in 
fact, not nearly so plenty as were wild 
animals. Uncle Johnny Racine lived 
two miles farther down (the road, and
